“Now is the time to be the Good Samaritan,’’ wrote Bishop 
Leo T. Maher June 12 in a letter to pastors urging parish 
sponsorship of Vietnamese refugee families. 


The bishop wrote his letter as ‘‘a plea for parishes to 
sponsor’ refugee families. ‘‘A number of parishes have 
already undertaken this charitable work and found how 
rewarding it is. 


‘PLEASE ENCOURAGE. your organizations. to sponsor 


these people who need our help and our love,’’ he said. 


Also last week the diocesan Catholic Community Services 
(CCS) established and released the official diocesan. policy on 
refugee sponsorship. ‘‘Copies of the policy are available at 
the CCS office, 349 Cedar St., San Diego,’’ said Msgr. Mark 
Doran, CCS director. 


The diocesan policy on refugee sponsorship describes what ; 


is expected of sponsors and the needs of refugee families. 


THE LIST OF ‘‘do nots’’ for sponsors is short but explicit: 
““We do not want sponsors who aré looking for an indentured 
servant. 


“Similarly we do not want situations where the refugee 
family feels they have to behave in a certain way when the 
sponsor says, ‘We’re paying the bills, so you better do things

our way. 


The policy makes clear that sponsorship is a moral and not 
a legal commitment. ‘‘There will be no courtroom pursuit of 
sponsors who do not’ fulfill their pledges.’’ 


BUT IT POINTS out that sponsors should be ready to assist 
the refugee families for as long as it takes them to become 
self-sufficient. 


“‘The assistance must.cover the refugees’ basic needs siich 
as housing and furnishings, food, clothing, time devoted to 
them by the sponsor and employment or help in job-hunting. 


“In addition the sponsor should attempt to integrate the 
refugees into society by taking them places and introducing 
them to people.’’ 


THE POLICY ALSO says ‘that sponsors ‘‘should be 
prepared and, in general, able to pay for housing, food and 
miscellaneous items. 


“If after 30 days the sponsor has not found a job for his 
refugee or made the family self-sufficient, the sponsors and 
refugees can, but are not Sani to, go to public 
welfare.” 


The policy says that the CCS office can oie: some financial 


_ aid through United States Paoe Conference grants and 


other funds. 


the policy, ‘‘but preferably ‘groups or 
organizations will vos their resources to SPORSOF large 
families.”’ 


It states: “Renting of houses and apartments is much 
preferred to placement i in private homes. Individual sponsors 
may place refugees i in their own homes if they cannot provide 
separate housing.”’ 


Diocesan policy is to approve only those sponsors who will 
_ be able to meet the needs of a refugee family. ‘Intentions of 


relying on welfare for payment of. food and rent is not 
_favored.”’ 


IF A SPONSOR'S budget cannot cover expenses for a 
family, “‘the sponsorship will be approved only if the sponsor 
is otherwise highly qualified.’’

Msar Thompson ‘canes’ all 


Corona pastor retires after 32 years

CORONA—Sure and it’s 
heart warming to see the 
great respect and affection 
pupils attending St. -Ed- 
ward’s school have for their 
pastor emeritus, Msgr. Mat- 
thew Thompson. 


Now retired and ailing a 
bit after 47 ‘years. a priest, 
Msgr. Thompson resides at 
St. Edward’s, 
served as pastor for 32 
years—the secénd longest 
pastoral tenure in a single 
parish in the diocese’s his- 
tory. ; 


ALTHOUGH the monsig- 
nor gets around a bit slower 
these days, he still makes 
“rounds’’ at the parish 
school, where he’s always 
met by friendly waves and 
greetings of “‘Hi Monsig- 
nor!’ from students there. 


Frequently, one of the 
pupils will rush up, swing his 


arms around Msgr. ‘‘Mat’’ - 


and get a friendly squeeze, 
or pixish poke from the 
priest’s crooked cane. 


Many years have passed 
since Msgr. Thompson left 
his birthplace: in» County 
Longford, Ireland, where 
River Shannon flows into

Lough Ree, to begin his 
priestly service in 1928. 


FIRST, HE served in 
Rochester, N.Y. and later 
was transferred to parishes 
in Los Angeles; St. Joseph’s, 
San Diego; and still later Our 
Lady of Guadalupe, Calexico; 
and finally St. Edward’s, 
Corona, in 1943, where he 
has remained for more than 
three decades. 


“The Corona -area_ has

Watch! You're being sandbagged 


It is with great pleasure that | hand this column 
this week over to Al Antczak, editor of the Los 
. Angeles archdiocesan newspaper The Tidings. His 
recent column under his pen-name El Rodeo, is 
worth repeating. Here it is, saying things which 
need to.be said: 


The sandbagging of religion in America is 
accelerating. Now it turns out that it is 
un-American and unconstitutional to have a 
conscience. That proposition is peddled prominent- 
ly in the June 9 Newsweek by an obscure 
writer-person called Lucy Komisar. She makes out 
an argument that anti-abortionists are depriving 
the poor of their ‘‘rights.’’ She says, ‘‘Congress 
must now repeal the unconstitutional Church 
‘conscience’ amendment.’’ She would. stifle the 
rights of those who because of conscience oppose 
abortion. The tactic, of course, is to blame the 
Catholic Church for impeding people’s . rights. 
Notice Ms. Komisar uses a capital C in referring to 
Church. 


Obviously, the Church and. American Catholics 
are being made the scapegoats by those who would 


dismantle what is left of American religious and’ 


moral tradition. One of those sandbagging 
American Catholics is, of all outfits, the U.S. Civil 
Rights Commission. Sen. James L. Buckley called 
the commission on its tactic. The commission, like 
Ms. Komisar, holds .it is unconstitutional to bar 
abortion. The commission says that to bar abortion 
would violate the First Amendment ‘‘by giving 
government sanction to one set of religious views.’ 
Sen. Buckley calls the commission on this little 
phrase and asks if ‘‘one set’’ is a code word for 
Catholic. Does the commission care that until the

How far? 

The situation is coming down to this: How far can 
the patience, civil rights, conscience and wallet of 
American Catholics and other religious persons be 
stretched, abused and outraged? Right after the 
U.S. Civil Rights Commission declaration in April 
came the U.S. Supreme Court decision in May 


. saying in. effect that families who want to exercise 


“their right of religious freedom in education are 
second class citizens and have no right to a share of 
their own taxes for the education of their own 
children. 


American Catholics for years have been super 
Americans. For decades they have exerted 
‘themselves to prove their devotion to ‘‘the 
American way.’’ After all that walking around bent 
-over backwards, it turns out they’re looked on as 
second class citizens anyway whose chief aim is ‘‘to 
impose their values on society.’’ Let alone imposing 
any values, American Catholics are having a hard 
time saving any values, values that all Americans 
once treasured. 


American Catholics are expected to pay their tax 


money: to promote and maintain - the official 


undeclared state religion of secularism, to 
subsidize abortion at home and in the U.S. armed 
forces, to pay for genocidal population control 
programs via foreign ‘‘aid,’’ to give reverence to 
pluralism, to help pay for go-go dancers for Army 
troops at Ford Hood, Tex., to support automatically 
every public school bond issue—but never, never 
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get a share of their own tax money for their own | 


kids in parish schools. 


Catholic rights? 


For all of this ‘‘tolerance’’ American Catholics are 
supposed to have got their own rights secured and 
respected. It isn’t working out that way. The weight 
and favor of laws and courts these days is 
overwhelmingly on the side of pornographers, 
perverts, abortionists, seditionists, atheists, dope 
promoters. In California you can now get away with 
sodomy, but just don’t get pene praying in a 
public school classroom. 


Morality, virtue, parents, prayer, police, patriots 
are suspect. Religion is the enemy. The freedom of 
pornographers is carefully protected. The civil 
rights of parents and their children get summary 
rough shod treatment. All parents want, after all, is 
a fighting chance to live according to their 
conscience, the way nature intended and in the 
manner America was supposed to protect. 


State as pimp 


Parents want to inculcate values of religion and 
morality on which the welfare of a nation 
depends—unless Washington was wrong. Now the 
state subverts the natural rights of parents over 
their own children, indeed, the state acts almost as 
pimp and procurer:for children in providing them 
contraceptives and abortions without knowledge 
and consent of parents. Under the guise of 
protecting the nation against ‘‘one set’’ of beliefs, a 
whole religious and moral heritage is being wiped 
out. 


If the U.S. Bicentennial is going to be more than 
a big backpatting job, then 42 million American 
Catholics and all religious-minded Americans had 
better start speaking up for America’s tradition of 
religion and morality. 


Christ 2,000 years after 


As a footnote to Al Antczak’s article, which 


speaks for all of us, the tally of Christians given at 
the end of one of the articles in last week’s SC in the 
Insights in Faith series was interesting. 


It stated: ‘As we approach within 25 years of the 


'2,000th year since the birth of Christ, we may note 
that almost a billion of the world’s estimated 
3,789,000,000 dwellers follow Christ by various 
pathways: 


Catholics 552,000,000 
Protestants 325,000,000 
Orthodox 92,000,000 

969,000,000 


This amounts to about one-quarter of the world’s 
population. By comparison, in the United States, 
Catholics number almost one-quarter of the total 
population. Are we prepared to go on being 
‘‘sandbagged’’ as Al Antczak suggests?

Now that the votes are in for the first 
round of Synod II Rap-Up. sessions, it is 
possible to comment on some of the policies 
without appearing to be influencing the voters. 


- An interesting—and rather puzzling— 
aspect of the policy statements is the repeated 
demand for more and more diocesan boards, 
councils and commissions. Almost every topic 
included. a policy recommending a_ new, 


specifically structured diocesan committee or 


commission. 


Many voters at Rap-Up sessions seemed 
unaware of what diocesan commissions already 
existed and that the proposed departments 
would either duplicate or supersede already 
established structures. 


Even admitting that there is a great deal 
of work still to be accomplished by the present 
diocesan departments—youth, liturgy, ecu- 
menism, music, education, community services 
and so on—it would seem more reasonable to 
better utilize what we already have, than to set 
up new structures. 


It would be sad if the result of Synod II 
were a monumental bureaucracy rather than a 


renewal of spirit and vigor in the Body of 
Christ.

Diabolic harassment and sickness 
are often intermingled in the gospel 
account of Jesus’ attack upon evil. 
““As they were rejoining the crowd a 
man came up to him and went down 
on his knees before him. ‘Lord,’ he 
said, ‘take pity on my son: he is a 
lunatic and in a wretched state; he is 
always falling into the fire or into the 
water. I took him to our disciples and 
they were unable to cure him.’...,And 
when Jesus rebuked it the devil came 
out of the boy who was cured from 
that moment.’’ [Matthew 17:14+ ] 


Often Jesus is said to cure those 
under the influence of evil spirits. 
‘People tormented by unclean spirits 
were also cured.’’ [Luke 6:18] ‘‘It was 
just then that he cured many people of 
diseases and afflictions and of evil 
spirits.’’. [Luke 7:21] It must be 
noticed, however, that there is a 
distinction made here between sick- 
ness and evil spirits so that it cannot 
be said that everyone who is sick is 
under the influence of evil spirits. 


At any rate, sickness and evil spirits 


were both something Jesus fought to 
conquer. Moreovery, he passed on the 
same mission to the Church. ‘‘He 
called the Twelve together and gave 
them power and authority over all 
devils and to cure diseases, and he 
sent them out to proclaim the kingdom 
of God and to heal.’’ [Luke 9:1+] 


Jesus came to destroy Satan’s 
power: ‘‘In their synagogue just then 
there was a man possessed by an 
unclean spirit and it shouted... 
you come to destroy us:’ ’’ [Mark 
1:23] In order to continue his work

_Long before we became familiar with the 
theology of suffering, we learned, without 
fully understanding, of its relation to the 
suffering of Christ and its potential as a 
dynamic and positive force for good. From 
the juvenile toothache to the affront of 
personal injustice—real or imagined—we 
found that pain could become more 
bearable when offered up to the suffering 
Christ. 


To many people in the Church today, 
reparation. is an unpopular word and 
atonement redotent of medieval penitents,

IN THIS. ANXIOUSLY ‘’Resurrection-

MY SUFFERING, Paul says, fills up the 
necessary quota of suffering—before the 
Body of Christ, the Church, will be fully 
redeemed. 


‘It is a requirement of love to suffer, if 
necessary, to bring others to real happiness 
and fulfillment. ‘‘Love does not kill pain,’’ 
Archbishop Fulton J. Sheen- says, ‘‘but 
makes it bearable. 
tragedies of the world is wasted pain. We 
are suffering and there is no one to love.”’ 


When we understand that we are indeed 
helping in the redemption of the world, 
then pain becomes understandable and 
bearable. The merits of our suffering are 
transferred to other people. 


“ WHEREVER WE GO we carry death and 
suffering within us—the death and 
suffering of Christ. When, from time to 


time, we come to experience its reality with — 
our own senses, our own pain, it is still — 


more the reality of his suffering than our 
own. We are not meant to cling to pain, 
but, like Christ, to release it in love. 

We are a people deeply 
mortgaged by the crucified love of Christ at 
great cost. The ‘‘merits’’ we may transfer, 
the good we may liberate is no more than 
interest payment on priceless gifts already 
received.

The Church as sign 
of Christian unity 


By Father Avery Dulles, SJ 
PART I — Why Separation Occurred 


From the New Testament it is evident that . 
the Church, as viewed by Paul and by John, 
is to be a sign of the unity of all those who 
believe in Christ and confess His name. In 
our time, however, this dream is a far cry 
from the reality. 


Christianity is split by quarrels that 
occurred many centuries ago. Even though 
the issues over which the communities 
originally separated are in some cases no 
longer vital, no effective method of 
overcoming the inherited divisions has yet 
been devised. 


The present state of Protestant-Catholic 
relations will be considered in this article. 
The split goes back to the 16th century. 
Protestantism, generally speaking, stems 
from Martin Luther and from thinkers 
influenced by him. 


LUTHER HAD no desire to found a new 
Church, but he wished to reform the one 
Church in which he had been raised. He 
protested against certain abuses,,‘such as 
the sale of indulgences, and set forth some 
challenging ideas concerning our relation- 
ship in faith to Jesus Christ. On the basis. of 
his reading of Paul’s letters, he became 


- . convinced that we were to be saved not by 


good works but by grace alone, and that 
consequently the essential was to’ make a 
firm act of faith in Christ as the source of 
forgiveness. 


He, argued, likewise, that all ; Christian 
doctrines should be proved by recourse to 
the Bible. In time, Lutheranism came to be 
summarized in certain brief formulas such as 
“grace alone,’’ ‘‘Christ alone,’’ and ‘‘the 
Bible alone.’’ Because of their doctrinal 
positions, the Lutheran Churches came to be 
separated from the Pope. Many of them also 
organized themselves without bishops. 


In the 16th and 17th centuries there were 
bitter disputes over the theological issues 
raised by Luther and his colleagues. The 
Catholic Church rejected many of Luther’s 
teachings. Some other Protestant groups— 


‘such as the Calvinists and the Anglicans— 


accepted them with modifications of their 
own. 


AS A RESULT of new break-offs in the 
next few centuries, Christianity in the West 
was tr asformed into a tragic spectacle of 
hundreds of quarreling sects. 


Early in the 20th century, primarily under 
Protestant auspices, a movement of reunion 
was launched. This. ‘‘ecumenical move- 
ment,’’ as it came to be called. resulted in 
the foundation of the World Council of, 
Churches (1948). Hundreds of Protestant 
denominations, as well as the Orthodox 
churches, belong to this body, but the 


Catholic Church is not yet a member. 


Pope John XXIII and Vatican Council II 
(1962-65) committed the Catholic Church 
officially to the ecumenical movement. The 
Council’s Decree on Ecumenism calls upon 
Catholics to abandon their defensive 
attitudes and to join wholeheartedly with 
other Christian groups in promoting the 
unity willed by Christ for his Church. 


AS A RESULT of this mandate, Catholic 
theologians in many parts of the world have 
been working with their Protestant counter- 
parts to overcome the divisions brought 
about by the Reformation. 


For those who participate in the 
ecumenical movement, the right attitudes 
are all-important. The Council speaks of a 
*‘conversion of heart’’ as being the ‘‘soul of 
the ecumenical movement.’’ This change of 
outlook demands in the first place that we 
should try to appreciate whatever is good in 
communities other than our own, thanking 
God for what the grace of the Holy Spirit has 
done for them and through them. 


Secondly, this ecumenical conversion 
demands that we should be humble about 
our own community. The Council. freely 
acknowledges that the Catholic Church, in 
its actual history, has been very imperfect 
and has been partly responsible for some of 
the divisions within Christianity. ‘‘Christ 
summons the Church, as she goes on her 
pilgrim way, to that continual reformation of 
which she always has need, insofar as she is 
an institution of men here on earth” 
(‘Decree on Ecumenism,”’ 6). 


ON THE OTHER hand, we should avoid 
the error of idealizing other branches of 
Christianity and demeaning our own. To 
preserve and defend the good things in our 
heritage is a Christian and ecumenical 
responsibility. Believers of any denomina- 
tion should seek to build on this heritage 
rather than to dissolve it. 


It would be a false ecumenism for Roman 
Catholicism or any other Christian commun- 
ion to abandon what is sacred to it for the 
sake of unity. Whatever each Church has of 
truth and holiness it holds in trust for the 
good of all Christians and, in the last 
analysis, for the good of the whole world. 


PART II—Anglican-Roman Catholic and 
Lutheran-Roman Catholic Dialogues 


Following the directives of the Second 
Vatican Council, many Catholic theologians 


' since 1965 have been seeking with their 


Protestant counterparts .to overcome, 
through dialogue, the doctrinal differences 
that separate their respective Churches. 


AMONG THE many dialogues we may 
single out for special consideration, in this 
article, we shall focus on the Anglican-Ro- 
man Catholic and the Lutheran-Roman 
Catholic. What are these dialogues seeking

The Anglican-Roman Catholic aicioaie. 
through its International Commission, has 
produced two remarkable consensus state- 


. ments, one on the Eucharist, the other on 


Ministry and Ordination. 


As a result of their common investiga- 
tions, both the Anglican and the Catholic 
members of the Commission have stated 
their conviction that they could agree-on all 
essential points of doctrine in these two 
areas, and that consequently there is no 
good~ reason why the doctrines of the 
Eucharist, Ministry and Ordination, so 
bitterly disputed since the 16th century, 
should be obstacles to full communion 
between these two major traditions. 


THIS IS NOT to say, of course, that there 
are not other doctrinal barriers, such as, 
perhaps, the papacy or Mariology. Thus 
continued dialogue is needed, and is actually 
occurring. 


The Anglican-Roman Catholic Consulta- 
tion in the United States has published 
important consensus statements that either 
parallel or comment upon those of the 
International. Commission. It has moved 
ahead of the International Commission in 
producing a general statement on the nature 
and conditions of doctrinal agreement. 


The Lutheran-Roman Catholic Interna- 
tional Study Commission produced in 1972, 
as a result of five years’ work, a far-ranging 
“The Gospel and the 
Church.’’ This report dealt primarily with 
the nature of the Gospel and its authority 
over the Church, but it also took up 
questions such as the mutual recognition of 
ministries and The possibility of allowing 
occasional acts of intercommunion between 
the Catholic and Lutheran Churches. 


THE AMERICAN LUTHERAN-Roman 
Catholic dialogue has produced since 1965 a 
series of five volumes of position papers and 
common statements. These volumes deal 
respectively with the Nicene Creed as 


‘ Dogma, with Baptism, with the Eucharist, 


with the Ministry, and with the Papacy. 


The dialogue is presently studying the 
in the Church and 
particularly the question of papal infallibil- 
ity. In the issues so far treated, the dialogue 
has ‘succeeded in clearing up many 
long-standing disagreements and reaching 
very significant partial agreements. 


The Lutheran-Catholic consensus state- 
ments in the United States have sought to 
point out not only the agreements reached 
but also the-issues on which, for one reason 
or another, doctrinal differences seem a0 
remain. 


THE ANGLICAN-ROMAN Catholic and 
the Lutheran-Roman Catholic conversations 


are typical of many bilateral discussions now 
taking place not only between Catholics and 
Protestants but between other denomina- 
tions. The work of theological dialogue is 
slow, and requires great patience. The whole 
enterprise could be undercut by hasty 
agreements that would later prove unsound 
or unacceptable to the respective commun- 
ions. 


It would be unrealistic to expect that the 
centuries-long heritage of misunderstanding 
and disagreement could be overcome in a 
decade by a few dedicated theologians. But 
it seems certain that, if there is a general will 
to restore the broken unity of the Christian 
Churches, these scholarly efforts will PLOVE 
crucially important. 


The success of ecumenical theology could 
be thwarted not only by the impatience and 
carelessness of theologians but also by other 
factors. For any practical results to follow, it 
is necessary for the theological effort to be 
supported by genuine eagerness on the part 
of the official leadership of the Church and 
the faithful themselves. Such eagerness is 
not easily achieved. 


ONLY AT certain rare moments, such as 
the period from World War II to the end of 
the Second Vatican Council, has ecumenism 
been relatively popular. Very often the 
ecumenical theologian must be resigned to 
the fact that he will be regarded with 
mistrust and suspicion; he will be suspected 
of seeking compromise at the expense of 
truth. 4 


But ecumenism cannot let itself be halted 
by such false suspicions. Convinced that 
Christ wills the overcoming of dissension 
among His followers, ecumenists will 
doggedly pursue their efforts to heal ang to 
reconcile. ;

Churches must speak in 
accents of togetherness

After Pope John XXIII and- the Vatican II 
Council committed the Catholic Church in an 
official way to seek closer ties with other 
Christian communities, official dialogues 
were established. Concretely these dia- 
logues take place between representatives of 
various churches and those selected by the 
Catholic hierarchy. 


What does the Catholic Church under- 
stand to be the nature, goal and conditions of 
these dialogues? 


THE WORD ‘‘dialogue’’ means a 
speaking together with the accent on 
togetherness. By its very nature it attempts 
to broaden areas of mutual agreement. 
Consequently it is imperative that the 
partners be open to each other, ready to 
, learn from one another and to change ways 
of thinking and acting when the truth 
disclosed through the conversation leads in a 
new direction. 


’ Precisely with this understanding the 
Catholic Church uses the word dialogue to 
characterize its official conversations on 
doctrinal ~matters with other Christian 
churches. 


For the official view of the Catholic Church 
on ecumenical dialogue, one should read the 
document of the Secretariat: for the 
Promotion of Christian Unity: ‘‘Reflections 
and Suggestions Concerning Ecumenical 
Dialogue,’’ 1970. The text may be obtained 
from the National Catholic Bishops’ Confer- 
ence, 1312 Mass. Ave. N.W., Washington, 
D.C. 20005. 


Some important observations contained in 
this document are the following: 


1. The basis of ecumenical dialogue is the 


common possession of the Spirit by faith and 


. Baptism. Christians and Christian commun- 


ities, living in the Spirit, are capable of 
communicating to each other the riches of 


the Spirit they possess. 


2. Moreover the Holy Spirit leads such 
Christians. and communities to share their 
riches with others. The ecumenical dialogue 
provides one of the occasions for such a 
sharing... 


3. The partners of the dialogue should 
consider each other as equal. This means 
that; each partner should view the others as 
faithful to the Gospel according to their 
lights; both partners possess the Spirit and 
so are capable of teaching each other and 
learning from each other in speaking and 
listening through the one Spirit; a certain 
community of spiritual goods already exists 
between the Christian communities repre- 
sented. 


4. There is a basic inequality between the 
different Christian communities represented 
in the dialogue. This inequality, based on 
concrete differences, leads to the conclusicn 
that the doctrinal positions held by the 
respective communities are not equivalent. 


So the object of the dialogue is the 
differences which exist in the content, 
development and expression of the faith of 
the different churches. 


AN IMPORTANT implication of this 
document of the SPCU is the necessity of the 


presence of mutual love for true dialogue.. 


The partners in ecumenical dialogue must 
accept the fact that behind what one judges 
to be the falsest of opinions concerning 
Christian faith, there can be a person who is 
genuinely living the truth as he sees it. Such 
a person is loved by God and so must be 
loved by the true Christian. It is this love 
which makes dialogue possible. 


But this love already unifies. Hence it is 
the goal of ecumenical dialogue to make 
every effort to insure that this love which 
already exists in the heart be manifested in a 


-common procession of faith and a corres- 


pondingly common way of life. This is the 
goal of the ecumenical dialogue as the 
Catholic Church sees it: to prepare the way 
for the unity of faith in. a church one and 
visible. 


Eastern Orthodoxy 


We would love more if 
we knew others better

Three years ago I spent the summer in a 
New York Episcopalian seminary with 
Eastern Orthodox Christians. It was a good 
and painfully insightful time. What I thought 
were my liberal ecumenical gestures came 
under fire. 


We got to levels of'strenuous dialogue that 
made my former ecumenical ventures, such 
as drinking coffee with persons of varying 
traditions, seem rather cosmetic. I believe 
that it was the truth about our differences 
during that time together that made us 
genuinely love one another. 


YET THE similarity between Eastern 
Orthodox and Roman Catholics is great. By 
and large, we do not differ theologically on 
most. doctrinal matters. They stress a 
sacramental, liturgical life as we do, but 
obviously within the needs of their culture. 


Their canon law, especially. regarding 
marriage and celibacy, differs from ours in 
Roman Catholicism. Their liturgies are more 
solemn than ours, yet the rite is very similar. 
Their use of incense, golden véssels and 
richly decorated vestments makes liturgy 
most majestic. 


During Mass they do not share a great 
deal communally with each other; the rite is 


_ centered on God beyond and Uicterone its 


tone is very transcendent. 


THE EASTERN Christians have an ikon 
spirituality that is very full of hope. This 
spirituality presents man as a likeness (ikon) 
of his creator. Man is made and redeemed in 
the image of God. 


Ikons which are liturgically important: in 
their churhces are more than art; they are 
not to be confused with Western statues. 


They are believed to be participations in the . 


victory of Jesus which remind man of his 
glory and his salvation. 


There is a jubilant sense of real victory in 
Eastern Christianity. The mission of Jesus 
was not a touch-and-go affair, partially 
complete. He did all; it was man who has 
been less than faithful-in his response to the 
Lord. 


IT IS DIFFICULT for us who ire Westone 


to grasp the full implications 0. the Eastern 
Christian belief in man. We 


stressed the intellectual side oi man as that 
which is his greatest faith support. 


How often we use the following questions 


have long. 


interchangeably: ‘‘What-do you think?”’ and 
“What do you believe?’’ Eastern Christians 
tend to be realistic about faith involving the 
whole man—his feelings anguishes, joys as 
well as his mind. Affection is an essential 
part of their faith process. 


It is enlightening (and painful) to Giow 
how the Western churches have assumed 
that Christianity is Western. The history of 
this error is long and filled with horror 
stories of the persecution that Orthodox 
Christians underwent. 


IT IS NOT a distant history either. There 
were Eastern Christians present that 
summer who still were bitter about having to 
attend a Roman Catholic church on Sunday 
after their own liturgy so ‘‘they would get to 


_a legal Mass.” 


The major area of difference between 
Orthodox and Roman Catholics centers 
around belief in the Pope. They do not hold 
the Pope to be the supreme pontiff of the 
Catholic churches. They hold that the Bishop 
of Rome isthe patriarch of the West, not the 
Bishop over bishops. 


Each church is subject to its local bishop; 
the: main see is Constantinople, known as 

“the first: among equals.’’ This theological 
issue is so deeply mixed with political 
considerations through the centuries that it 
is enormously difficult to know when the 
churches were using the state or vice versa. 


The ecumenical venture of sifting out the 
religious and cultural implications of our 
differences will not be as easy as sorting 
apples from oranges. It will ask much effort 
(already advanced) on the part of theolog- 
ians and Christian neighbors alike. It will ask 
an understanding of differences, I suspect, 
that is not unlike that PeDveen two persons 
before marriage. 


The greatest part of ecumenism will be 
healing the feelings that have widened the 
separation from our Orthodox brothers more 
than’ doctrine ever could. It may be time, as 
Pope John suggested, to ask forgiveness for 
not having understood the free choice of 
other men. 


The hopeful words of Kyr Maximos, who 


.wrote as patriarch of Antioch; will help us 


along: “‘We believe that Christians would 
love one another more if they knew one 
another better, that their mutual antagon- 
isms are the fruit more of ignorance a of 
ill- will.’ 


Christ summons the Church to continual reformation as she sojourns here on earth. 
The Church is always in need of this, i in so far as she is an institution of men here on 
earth. 

Church renewal therefore has notable ecumenical papartance: Phare can be no 

ecumenism worthy of the name without a change of heart.

Sex education is a controversial subject 
among many Catholics. 


The National Catechetical Directory says 
in Chapter Seven: ‘Education which helps 
persons understand and accept their 
sexuality begins at infancy and continues 
into adulthood. 


**SEX EDUCATION as defined here is one 
aspect of the overall education in sexuality 
and refers specifically to presenting facts 
about the emotional and biological dimen- 
sions of the physical capacity to procreate. 


“Education in sexuality is similar to 
conscience formation. It is an integral part of 
the person’s overall consciousness. Every 
experience potentially provides education in 


‘sexuality. Virtually all religious education 


has an effect on education in sexuality. 
Finally, responsibility for education in 
sexuality rests with everyone involved in the 


person’s religious education and overall 


development. 


“Religious education has a special role to 
play in two ways. First, it must aim at 
helping persons come to an understanding 


and acceptance of their sexuality that is , 


enlightened and motivated by revelation. 


“SECOND, RELIGIOUS education has the 
special. responsibility to correct those 
attitudes and concepts which have stemmed 
from misinterpretations of revelation and 
have resulted in a misinterpretation of the 
rights and the roles related to male and 
female sexuality. 


“Given the stages of maturing, roligious 
education will fulfill these tasks especially 
during the stage of puberty and again during 


‘to conscience formation 


the critical periods prior to and immediately 
after persons make’ life decisions such as 
marriage. 


‘‘However, the freedom of responsible 


parents can never be violated in this area. 
Few parents have the specialized knowledge 
to teach all facets of human sexuality and 
most are well advised to look to the Church 
and other public agencies for assistance, 
especially in teaching adolescents. 


“THE DECISION about when and how to 
provide this education remains the primary 


decisions of parents and legal guardians. In~ 


cases where it is necessary for the Church or 
public institutions to assist in or assume the 
responsibility for the decision about when 
and how to provide it must be made in the 


light of concrete circumstances. Cultural and _ 


environmental influences vel be a determin- 


_ ing factor. 


“For example, in a promiscuous social 
environment children might need to be 
armed with certain facts very early for their 
own moral and physical protection. In a rural 
environment, the child will often absorb 
most biological facts by a kind of osmosis 
through exposure to animal life. Formal 
education would not be as urgent. 


“It must be stressed, moreover, that the 
physiological aspects of sex are only one 


chapter and that sex education must address . 
the emotional, psychological, and moral 


aspects as well. 
“THE MORAL principles that apply to 


sexual behavior should be presented 


according to the same ones mentioned in the 
general area of conscience formation: 
Explanations must be adapted to the 
person’s capacity to understand; the person 
must be taught how to apply these absolutes 
to concrete situations.

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Tearing Down Walls 


Look at riches of Christ 
shown in other churches 
and share with them

Every Sunday literally millions of Chris- 
tian people throughout the world join in the 
ringing affirmation of the Nicene Creed, 
‘‘We believe in one: Holy Catholic and 
Apostolic Church,’’ yet they are not 
themselves obviously members of a single 
Church. 


Many of those who profess their faith in 
the One Church of Jesus Christ will be 
Roman Catholics, many others will be 
members of one of the Eastern Orthodox 
Churches, still others will be Lutherans, 
Anglicans, or members of the Reformed or 
Presbyterian Churches, yet all consider 


themselves members_of the Holy Catholic ~ 


Church of Jesus Christ. It is only because we 


‘have grown up with this situation that we do 


not consider it both paradoxical and absurd. 


FOR MANY centuries Christians faced the 
problem of Christian disunity by ignoring it. 
Other Christians officially did not exist. They 
were false disciples, heretics, schismatics, 


idolators, wicked perverters of the Faith - 


and of the faithful. If they could not actually 
be eliminated, they could at least be 


’ geographically segregated—Catholic Italy, 


Orthodox Greece, Lutheran Sweden, Angli- 
can England. 


From the very beginning, however, the 
United States has had to deal with members 
of almost. every conceivable Christian 
Church living side by side in the same 
country. Often our very proximity has served 
only to harden differences and breed 
distrust. -It has also forced us to work 


together on a number of practical local - 


concerns. 


The establishment of the World Council of 
Churches in 1947 marked the institutional 
fruition of the Ecumenical Movement. Even 
those who joyously participated in the 
founding recognized that there was real 
incongruity in a World Council of Churches 
which did not include the two largest 
Christian Churches, the Roman Catholic and 
Russian Orthodox. 


IN THE 1960s the Roman Catholic 
Church, through the action of Pope John 
XXIII. and Vatican Council II, officially 
committed itself to the Ecumenical Move- 


ment, although without joining the World’ 
Council. This has inaugurated a new and 


radically different day on the ecumenical 
scene. 


Today, not only are Christian churches 
working together on common social action 
and community concerns, they are begin- 
ning to wrestle at all levels with the hard 
theological questions raised by divisions of 
the Church. 


National and international theological 


- commissions meet to deal ‘‘head on’’ with 


the theological issues separating Christians. 
It is not simply that Roman Catholics are 
talking theology with Protestants. 


THERE ARE Catholic-Orthodox, Angli- 
can-Orthodox, Lutheran-Reformed, Luther- 
an-Anglican dialogues. 


There - are also 


discussions between the Eastern and the 
Oriental Churches which have been out of - 
communion since the fifth century. 


If this were all that was happening, it 
would be significant, but it is only one 
aspect. Local congregations’ and individual 
Christians have begun to talk with their 
opposite numbers in other Churches. If their 
conversations are not always productive, 
there is not need for discouragement. 


At least they are talking! The separation 
of Eastern and Western Christendom has 
lasted 900 years, the separation caused by 
the Reformation over 400 years. Deep 


- inherited feelings are involved. The atti- 


tudes of many generations, even more than 


_ theological differences, keep us apart. 


MY OWN situation as an Episcopal priest 
teaching in the theology department of Notre 
Dame and writing for Roman Catholic 
newspapers and magazines is a visible fruit 
of the new understanding that exists among 
Christians of different Churches. 


Still, that very statement exposes the 
heart of the problem. We all believe that 
there is and can be only One Church, the 
Catholic Church of the Creeds, yet we are 
confronted with the existence of many 
Churches, whose members we recognize as 
brothers and sisters in Christ. 


It was the prayer of Christ at the Last 
Supper that we might all be one, as He and 
the Father are one. It is toward this goal that 
we all must press. 


FULL PARTICIPATION in the Ecumenical 
Movement does not mean that we believe 
that the differences between Christian 
Churches are trivial, nor that ‘‘it doesn’t 
matter what you believe.’ It means that we 
are willing to work together in love with our 
fellow Christians, whenever this is possible, _ 
and that we will try to understand what it is 
that keeps us apart in other areas. 


We cannot do this by seeking a least 


“common denominator, by abandoning every- 


thing upon which we cannot agree, nor can 
we negotiate our differences on the model of 
a labor contract. Catholics cannot, for 
example, give up belief in the Eucharistic 
sacrifice if Lutherans will accept the Papacy. 


To state this so baldly is to show its 
impossiblitity. What we can do is to look at 
the riches of Christ preserved and shown: 
forth in other churches and share with them 
the riches of our own tradition. 


CERTAINLY PROTESTANTS have much 
to learn from the Catholic tradition: the 
liturgy, the sacfaments, the joy of the 
Christian life. On the other hand Catholics 
can learn from 400 years of Lutheran and 
Anglican experience with a vernacular 
liturgy and Communion in both kinds. 


Baptists and Methodists have much to 
contribute in the field of preaching and 
extempore prayer. We can all learn from the 
Eastern Churches about the prayer of the 
heart and the life of the spirit. The list can be 
endlessly multiplied. 


. Perhaps, the agenda of the present 
generation of theologians is to strip away the 
irrelevancies, so that we can expose what are 
the real divisions which keep us from being 
one in Christ. Certainly, our agenda as 
Christians must be to create the enviran- 
ment of love and trust in which we can work 
together. 


The magnificent thing is that in this 
century God has removed the scales from 
our eyes so that we can see the working of 
the Spirit among Christian ‘brethren with 
whom we are not visibly united, and He has 
put it into our hearts to work together to tear 
down the walls we have built between us.

‘Quality’ of women ts more important than ‘equality 


By Sister Cecilia Louise Moore 


Sister Moore is president of Mount St. Mary’s 
College; Los Angeles. She recently addressed the 
graduation class at Our Lady of Peace Academy, San 
Diego, and this talking point is from her speech. 


We are now living out the year 1975—the first 
Officially _ proclaimed ‘’International > Women’s 
Year.’’ For some observers, the proclamation of the 
“Year of Women’’ appears. to be a_ significant 
milestone on the road to securing women’s political 


> and economic rights. 


The media are assuring women everywhere that 


they are not only equal, but privileged—they may, if- 


they like, drive buses, play in Little League, run for 
Congress, read gas meters and join the Highway 
Patrol. 


FOR THOSE OF US—male and female—who 
‘think seriously and deeply about woman and her 
place in the, larger society, much of the hoopla 
surrounding the women’s rights movement is, to say 


the least,. trivial. 


We know social change “al necessarily force the 
coming of political and economic equality for 


women, but, for thinking persons, such equality, 


though important, is not the ultimate concern. 


For thinking persons, the ultimate concern is not a 
_ matter of the equality of women, but rather a matter 


' of women of quality. 


| WOULD LIKE to put aside the superficial kind of 
squabbling associated with the women’s movement, 
and, instead, direct your attention to the issue which 
we know to be the crucial one, namely, What are 
women of quality? 


First, the hallmark of women of quality is a strong 


_ sense of personal worth derived from a conscious- 


ness of existing as a result of a unique creative act on 
God's part. 


Women of quality do not feel inferior—they do not 


think inferior—they do not act inferior. They are 
women—not a separate species, but legitimate 


~ members of the human race. 


SUCH WOMEN DO not rely on constitutional 


~ amendments to safeguard their membership in the 
~ human race—although such amendments can serve 


a useful function. They prefer to present their own 
demonstrated ability and competence, their 


‘intelligence and personhood as credentials for 


admission into their chosen fields of endeavor. 


They do not consider women’s more traditional 
roles of wife and mother outmoded, but, because 
they have a clearsighted estimate of their own 
worth, .they know that women can and should 
function in many other roles if they choose to do so. 


Second, women of quality reverence the potential 
inherent in other human beings, both male and 
female, for all are creatures of God. Consequently, 
they share a concern for the overall character of 
human life. 


WHILE PURSUING objectives that broaden their 
personal horizons, they have a genuine care for the 
development of others. They have a- deep 
understanding of the interrelatedness of all beings. 
Thus women of quality can afford to be generous and 
compassionate. 

They can work for the common good because they 
recognize that in working for a better society, they 
are also working for their own best interests—the 
one activity running parallel ‘with the other..

Out of a strong sense of their own worth—out of a 
reverence for other humans and. their potential 
comes, | think, a third, distinguishing characteristic 
of women of quality—namely, a dedication to 
service. : 


THROUGHOUT HISTORY, in what may have 
been the best of times or the worst of times for the 
feminine gender, women have worked—and worked 
with courage and distinction to improve the quality 
of human life. Sometimes their achievements were 
extraordinary—dramatic—heroic. At other times, 
their dedication to.service was less visible, less 
spectacular—but always constant and enduring. 


Women of quality, then, possess three significant 
characteristics: a strong self image, a reverence for 
human life and a dedication to service. But, thinking 
realistically you may well ask: how can such women 
exist in our society, “a society which denigrates 


nevertheless: pdication is important in developing 
women of quality. 


In-our own times, social change has, if anything, 
given women greater scope for personal develop- 
ment and service to others through education. 
Traditionally, education has functioned as a 
powerful initiator and shaper of human progress. 


AS MORE AND MORE women pursue education, 
the possibility of even greater progress increases. 


However, the education which can produce this 
desired effect must be education of a special kind for 
women of a special kind—it must be value-oriented 
education for value-oriented women. 


Today, education in the United States has 
unfortunately become a prerequisite for upward 
social mobility and job security. The older view of 
education as value-oriented—as humanizing and 
civilizing—as desirable in itself, has been lost 
among other more pragmatic considerations. 


CERTAINLY, WE need not deny that economic 
security is important to our everyday lives, but an 
all-absorbing preoccupation with economic security 
which shuts out any concern for being human is a 
monstrous thing. After all, we have it on very good 
authority that we can’t take it with us. 


More and more women. of ~- quality must 
consciously use their education as a means of 
personal development and of service to others. The 
educational system we devise for them must be 
value-oriented—it must be humanizing and. civiliz- 
ing—and practical in the larger sense of making 
clear the relationships between positive human 


. values and everyday decisions and actions. 


As the only truly liberated woman, Mary is, 
indeed, a woman of quality. She has a strong sense 
of personal worth—she knows that her soul 
magnifies the Lord because of his great goodness to 
‘her. 


SHE REVERENCES human life and all created 
things—she is Mother of the Way, the Truth, and 
the Life.” She is dedicated to service—she gave 
herself and her Son for all of us.

- THE QUESTION can have only one answer. The

‘ us—working everyday miracles in shaping the 


character of the women around us—always working 
in opposition to the false values that dominate the 
larger society. - _ 


~ One of the most obvious and. most simple means 


God uses to work his everyday miracles is the 
process of education. Today, the graduates may still 


be much too close to their most recent experience of 


formal education to appreciate God’s part in it—but, 


the relationship between the mysteries and their 
education, they are well on the way to becoming 
women of ‘quality. 


In the past, women have used different tools and 
sometimes different weapons to achieve and to 
serve. Biblical Judith’s times needed a lady with a 
sword; Florence Nightingale’s times needed a lady 
with a lamp; Carrie Nation’s times needed a lady 
with an axe. - 


OUR TIMES NEED graduates like these of 
today, the Class of 1975 of the Academy of Our Lady 
of Peace—young women of faith— young women of 
quality whose tools and weapons will be competence 
and geniune human values.

SCHERR EXPLAINED the foods and 
dishes set out to symbolize the first Passover 
in memory of the Hebrews who centuries 
ago made ready to follow Moses from . 
slavery in Egypt to freedom in the Promised 
Land. 

He reminded participants that the Seder 
“‘is a sensual experience, one in which we 
hear, feel, taste and. smell...it is an 
important part of the ceremony.’’

Pope asks pardon of 
dissenting Catholics 
if he offended them 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—In a extraordinary act of 
reconciliation, Pope Paul asked pardon of dissenting 
Catholics for remarks of his which may have offended them. 


“‘Have we perhaps offended them?’’ he asked of 
disgruntled and dissenting Catholics in a talk at his June 11 
general audience. ‘‘We would like to assure them that this 
was certainly not our intention. In any case, we, as leader, ask 
their pardon.” 

The Pope made the gesture toward reconciliation after 
mentioning his apostolic exhortation of Dec. 8, 1974, on 
reconciliation within the Church itself. 


He explained that he had issued the exhortation in the hope 
that dissenting Catholics would be ‘‘the first to wish to reflect 
on and to welcome’” its message. 


To the audience he characterized such Catholics as those ; 


who “have taken as their style and program bad 
temperament, habitual contestation, bitter criticism, disdain- 
ful distance and at times cunning and contemptuous 
defection, often cloaked in false logic.’’ 


After asking their pardon for possibly offending them, the 
Pope said: ‘‘May these people, by virtue of the call of the 
Holy Year to reconciliation, not wish to deprive us or 
themselves of the joy of new fraternal peace.”’ 


The Pope’s December exhortation said that some 
dissenting Catholics ‘‘claim to remain in the Church...in 
order to attack ecclesial unity.’’ He spoke against ‘‘docttinal 
dissent which claims the patronage of theological pluralism.’’ 


In his talk on reconciliation, a theme of the 1975 Holy Year, 
the Pope mentioned that Catholics must seek reconciliation 
within themselves and also reconciliation among themselves. 


The latter reconciliation, the Pope said, deals with a vast 
number of concerns: ‘‘The entire ‘spiritual and social 
phenomenology of war and peace, the inexhaustible drama of 
pardon and rancor, the whole teaching on concord in. the 
family, in the community and in society, the theories of class 
struggle and the prestige of honor, tribal or national 
vendetta—which is complete selfishness.’’

THE LAND THAT TIME FORGOT—Tar- 
zan’s creator, Edgar Rice Burroughs, is 
credited with the story behind this lackluster 
film. 


Some British, some Germans, and Doug 
McClure arrive in a U-boat in the midst of 
World War I, at a weird land of cavemen and 
dinosaurs and volcanos and lush scenery, 
there to meet their fate.

A look at books 


POSITIONING by Father William J. Bausch. 
Notre Dame, IN, Fides Press. 176 pages, 
$5.95. 


Moral theology took some sharp blows in 
the years immediately following the Second 
Vatican Council. It was obvious that the 
world was changing and that the Church was 
becoming “‘irrelevant.’’ 


But the moral theologians were hard at 
work: One of the best popular assessments 
of where the subject is at today is in Father 
Bausch’s book. He considers the world of 
unbelief and belief. He looks for the modern 
positions on God, Christ, Church and 
sacraments. 


The author is a busy parish priest who 
knows the needs of the laity. He approached 
these problems and questions as ‘‘real’’ men 
and women ask them. Recommended for 
parish libraries. 
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POLITICS AND ETHICS by Father Francis 
X. Winters, SJ. N.Y., Paulist Press. 121 
pages, $1.65 pb. 

This is another volume in the “Topics in 
Moral Argument”’ series, and it continues 
the excellent quality we have discovered in 
this series. 

Father Winters discusses patterns in 
partnership, with emphasis and application 
demonstrated by three cases, Watergate, 
the Vietnam war and the U.S. experience in 
World War II. 

He argues that our efforts to understand 
the dynamics of moral life tend to place 
greater_emphasis on the role of social 
process in moral decision- -making than on 
intellectual principles. If you enjoy ethical 
debates, you’ll surely want to read this as 
soon as possible. :
